THE RIGHT - TO - VOTE 
BILL — From inside The 
White House comes word 
that President Eisenhower 
is now firmly opposed to all 
talk of “compromise” — at 
least for now—on the civil 
rights bill. 

According to the Capitol 
grapevine he is annoyed 
with the personal attacks 
made by several Southern 
lawmakers who insinuate 
that Mr. Eisenhower is 
none-too-bright, that Attor¬ 
ney General Brownell is 
leading him around by the 
nose and hafe sold him a bill 
of goods. 

One of these attacks was 
made by normally good hu¬ 
mored Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr. 
(D. N. C.) and the President 
reportedly did not like it 
one bit. 

“I have repeatedly assert¬ 
ed during recent weeks that 
President Eisenhower would 
not favor the Civil Rights 
bill if he understood its pro¬ 
visions and implications,” 
Ervin said the other day. 

* * * 

THE ADMINISTRATION, 

according to the best in¬ 
formed sources, is prepared 
to make one "minor” con¬ 
cession to the South. It will 
seek to "clarify” language 
in the House-passed Celler 
bill. The clarification will 
aim to allay Dixie fears that 
federal troops will come 
marching down South to en¬ 
force the right-to-vote law 
and also the Supreme Court 
school integration decision. 

Some Southern Senators 
have worked themselves into 
a frenzy on this issue. But, 
as Sen Dirk sen (R. Ill.) 
pointed out, the President 
already has the power to 
call out the armed forces in 
the event of civil disobedi¬ 
ence and has not shown the 
slightest inclinanation to do 
so during recent racial vio¬ 
lence. 

Ervin suggested that Dirk- 
sen put in an amendment 
restricting troops “to the use 
of bayonets and (that they) 


not be allowed to use nu¬ 
clear weapons.”

THE SOUTH’S WHIPPING 
BOY" — Next to the words 
"Supreme Court” there is 
nothing that infuriates the 
Dixie Democrats these days 
like the name Herbert Brow¬ 
nell. They blame him for all 
their woes. They insist that 
for the first time there is a 
chance that even a filibuster 
won’t prevent passage of a 
civil rights bill. 

And they are right, at 
least in believing that the 
bill is Brownell’s baby. 
There are lots of other Re¬ 
publicans who are taking 
bows for it, but the fact is 
that it was Brownell who 
persuaded the President, 
Vice President Nixon and 
Senate Republican Leader 
Knowland that this should ^ 
be "civil rights year.”

His reply did not reassure 
the Dixie Democrats. 

"I don’t want to mislead 
you,” Brownell answered. “I 
am not trying to avoid an¬ 
swering your question.

MIX GELATINE, sugar and 
salt in top of double boiler. 
Combine egg yolk and milk 
and then add to gelatine 
mixture with three squares 
of chocolate. Cook over boil¬ 
ing water until chocolate is 
melted. Remove from heat 
and beat with egg beater. 
Chill until thickened. Then 
fold in whipped evaporated 
milk and vanilla. Pile into 
pie shell. Spread top with 
whipped cream and shave 
remaining square of choco¬ 
late over top. This pie will 
serves six to eight people. 
Pie is much richer if a gra¬ 
ham cracker crust is used.

When will “fire-chasers” 
ever learn that they are ob¬ 
structing firemen from the 
work of fighting fire? At a 
recent fire, groups of people 
walked in the street, while 
a fireman was trying to get 
through to the fire. It is un¬ 
lawful to park a car in the 
block of a fire. Though this 
law may be obeyed, there 
are still those who walk in 
the street, causing the fire¬ 
men to run for a considera¬ 
ble distance to reach the 
trucks and the fire. 

It certainly is not a desire 
of any fireman to run over 
anyone. Please give us a 
chance to arrive at the scene 
before the fire gets a good 
start.
